Prison Discipline. 

The Committee of Arrargements for the 
National Penitentiary and Retormatory 
Congress, to be held in Cincinnati from 
the 11th tothe 20th of the present month, 
has issued a series of propositions sug- 
gested for consideration and adoption by 
the convention. We can offer but a brief 
abstract of these resolutions, but it shall 
embrace most of the leading points pro- 
posed for discussion. 

That the reformation of the 
ity of imprisoned criminals 
only mot impracticable but under 
wise and persistent effort is gen- 
erally successful, has been the experience 
of most of the enlightened students of 
penitentiary science. Now the aim of im. 
prisonment is, this reformation of the 
criminal, and not a mere means of vindic- 
tive revenge for the crime committed. The 
treatment of the prisoner should, therefore, 
be perfectly consistent with this ultimate 
object. He should be taught that his case 
is a moral disease, and that punishment is 
the only remedy. In the present system, 
criminals discharged from prison 
are, with few exceptions, as _har- 
dened and dangerous as when they enter; 
and, in many instances, trom very attri- 
tien of crime, are even more irreclaimable. 
To remedy this, the committee proposes 
the foHowing methods : 

.That there should be a progressive clas- 
sification of prisoners, based on merit, and 
| mnoton any merely arbitrary principle, as 
| age or crime, and that this merit should be 

encouraged by a wel!-devised and _— 
| System of rewards,
